Claims 1-3,5 and 9-11 

The subject matters of claims 1-3, 5 and 9-1 1 do not appear to be novel or to involve an 
inventive step since they are disclosed in paragraphs 0015, 0037, 0038, 0050 and 0051 of document 
1. 

Claims 4, 6 and 7 

The inclination angles 91 and 62 of document 1 can be set suitably so that desired 
characteristics are obtained. 

Therefore, the subject matters of claims 4, 6 and 7 do not appear to involve an inventive step 
in view of document 1. 

Claim 8 

An optical disk having a plurality of recording layers is commonly known and there would 
be no particular difficulty in applying the disk manufacturing method of document 1 to this 
commonly- known disk. 

Therefore, the subject matter of claim 8 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view 
of document 1. 

Claim 1 2 

It is stated in page 3, upper right column, line 16 to lower left column, line 3 of document 2 
that the form of a groove on the disk substrate is changed when the energy distribution of exposure 
beams of the optical disk is changed. Since the technique of changing the energy distribution of 
irradiation beams by using a plurality of beams is commonly known, the subject matter of claim 12 
does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1 and 2.
